ATHENS   Announcement; sorts, news on sports and a

COFFEE

has been made that within two 
years Greece will have tele­ 
vision, thanks to World War II 
reparations from Italy. It will 
be government-operated as the 
two existing radio stations are. 

So. the country that first in­ 
troduced television   the 
Greeks lay their claim to this 
as the result of "telecasting" 
the fall of Troy in 1000 BC 
from mountain peak to moun­ 
tain peak, across some 400 
miles, with a series of fires  
will be among the last of the
world to get TV.  «  

ACTUALLY television Is 
available in some parts of the 
country.

Those living on the Ionian 
island of Corfu   off the west 
coast of the mainland   can 
receive programs from Italy. 
And in a certain remote area 
of mountainous Crete, most 
southern of Greece's soil, a 
U. S. Air Force station trans­ 
mits signals strong enough to 
be received seven and a half 
miles away. But other than that 
no TV, except for an earlier 
"bootleg" operation of the 
state-owned Public Power Cor­ 
poration. ...

SOME MONTHS AGO, the
power company installed a sta­ 
tion in its main building in 
downtown Athens.

Every night it telecast from 
7 to 9 o'clock to an estimated 
100 receiving sets.

Programs started off with 
the national anthem, sign of 
the station, instructions on how 
to get the best reception, and 
then three or four old film

good night.
A newspaper survey of local 

radio and appliance stores, 
made to gain information on 
sales of sets, disclosed that the 
import of TV sets was prohib­ 
ited by the Ministry of Indus­ 
try, and any to be seen in 
Athens are either models or 
privately owned sets brought 
in by the diplomatic mission*.

Since Greece has no TV man­ 
ufacturing plant and doesn't 
contemplate any. the number 
of sets seems destined to re­ 
main fixed.

(Matter of fact, the country 
doesn't even have a radio plant, 
either, since the government 
finds the duty on foreign made 
sets more rewarding than the 
taxing of materials for home 
made radios and the talcs of 
such.)

Officials of the Ministry of 
Co-ordination read about the 
servcy and put the experimen­ 
tal station out of business.

Announcement of "legal" TV 
was made immediately after a 
row raised by the press. But 
no word on availability of re­ 
ceivers.

THE MORAL CODE affecting 

movies in Greece may play 
havoc with TV fodder, when 
and if. Any show of violence is 
forbidden children.

They may attend any of the 
wine festivals and tipple with 
mom and pop, but they may 
not view violence until they are 
over 16.

There also is a great doubt 
that television will ever be­ 
come popular in Uiis ancient 
land.
